Experience and depth, although 
young, are ingredients that are making 
third-year head coach Steve Axman 
and his staff smile. 

Building a strong starting lineup 
backed by sound depth has been 
Axman's formula since his arrival in 
January, 1990, With another quality 
recruiting class, Axman and his staff 
feel comfortable that the program is 
moving in the right direction. 

The Lumberjacks return 17 starters - 
counting All-America kicker-punter 
Terry Belden, the former Glendale 
High all-stater, twice. On offense, the 
‘Jacks welcome back eight position 
players and seven on defense. Of the 
top 44 position players from last fall, 
31 are back. 

Last season the offense generated 
4,539 yards - 413 yards a game - sec- 
ond best in school history. The club 
also produced a school record 255 first 
downs, and the 14 fumbles tied the 
school low mark and nine rumbles lost 
equalled a second all-time low. 

With senior quarterback John Bonds 
back to call the shots, the Lumberjack 
offense should be tough to contend 
with, especially since the running 
game will present some stern prob- 
lems. Bonds' two-year totals include

Pro scouts feel, because of his size, 
strength and arm, Bonds has the nec- 
essary tools to play professional foot- 
ball. 

Senior tailback Gerald Robinson 
rushed 118 times for a team-high 727 
yards (6.2 per carry). Sophomore Len 
Raney is poised to make his presence 
felt in the Big Sky. He is also a sprinter 
on the NAU track team, and was the 
Big Sky 55-meter indoor dash champ 
in 1991, clocking 6.28 seconds. Last 
fall, Raney averaged 24.4 yards on 25 
kickoffs, rushed for 179 yards and 


caught five passes for 77 yards. His 
rushing and receiving totals came after 


midseason. 

Junior Art McDonald (6-5, 285) is 
considered one of the top offensive 
tackles in 1-AA football by pro scouts.

"We feel that we have got our 
es balanced in that we will have a rea- 
sonable number of underclassmen 
coming back with experience, and 
we'll be able to bring the younger 
players along more slowly," says 
Axman.

Our 1992 recruiting 
class reflected that. We brought in 22 
freshmen and three junior college 


players. We will still be relatively 
young this fall.

and proved to be one of the most 
effective dual kickers in the Big Sky 
Conference in more than a decade. He 
was named second team all-Big Sky at 
both positions. 

He kicked 10 of 15 field goals, 
made 31 of 35 extra points, and 50 of 
59 kickoffs went either in or out of the 
end zone. But this has been no sur- 
prise. He averaged well over 40 yards 
per kick during his prep career at 
Glendale Union High School. 

Of the 25 newcomers on campus, 
10 are local Arizona schoolboy prod- 
ucts, and most come out of outstand- 
ing high school programs. They 
include defensive back Brian 
Galbreath (5-10, 170) and tight end 
Ryan McRae (6-4, 225) from Phoenix 
Cortez; TE Mason Hess (6-5, 230) and 
tailback Earl Nelson (5-9, 175), team- 
mates at Phoenix South Mountain; 
teammates Brian Guliford (5-10, 165) 
and Devedrick Stanton (6-0, 205) at 
Peoria; defensive end Chuck Griffen

Where does Flagstaff High School 
get all those running backs? The Eagles 
have had their share, and more. From 
legendary Eddie Jackel to the great 
James Dugan ... from Stan Gill to 
David Winsley ... to the school's latest 
rabbit - tailback Caesar Polk. 

Unlike the many all-staters before 
him, this Caesar has only one season 
of varsity experience under his helmet. 
But what a season. Last fall, the junior 
flash carried the ball 231 times for 
1,926 yards (8.3 ype.) and 24 rushing 
touchdowns. 

He caught 28 passes for 439 yards 
and three more scores. He even threw 
the ball 11 times, completing four for 
50 yards. He returned nine punts for 
149 yards (16.6 ypr.), and ran back 
eight kickoffs for 312 yards (39.0 ypr.) 
and another TD. A dangerous open 


field runner, he twice scored six touch- 
downs in a single game (see record 
section). First, against Page, then 
against rival Coconino, before the 
home town fans in the NAU Skydome. 

Altogether, Polk scored 168 points 
for a 7-2-2 club which tied Mingus 
Union for the conference crown, then 
dropped a playoff game to Phoenix 
Thunderbird in the first round. 

Another Flag High trademark is 
speed - lots of it. "With our speed, it is 
a real advantage for us to play indoors 
on the carpet," smiles head coach John 
Padilla. This fall the Eagles have seven 
home games, five in "The Dome." The 
other two are at Coconino High 
School. 

Senior Clint McHood (5-11, 180) is 
the FHS quarterback. He is a steady 
player. He will have three of the best 
receivers in 4A ball to play catch with: 
WR Dwayne Rodriguez (5-10, 165), 
WR Rick Pearsall (5-10, 160) and 
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promising TE Dan Rhoton (6-3, 180), a 
junior with 4.9 speed. The real burner 
is Rodriguez, a sprinter on the track 
team who has clocked 4.4 for 40 yards 
indoors. His is the first four-year foot- 
yall letterman at FHS since James 
Jugan in 1960-63. Pearsall is a good 
possession" receiver. 

Tough Jim Colmenero (5-11, 180) 
and speedy Dayne Nelson (5-11, 180) 
join Mike Lozano (5-10, 185) to give 
the Eagles a good trio of linebackers. 
elson, the second fastest Eagle with 
4.55 speed, also lines up at fullback. 
Another promising junior is TE Nick 
Petrucci (6-1, 180), the team's

Most of this 
green crew has good athletic ability, 
but is not varsity-tested. 


MINGUS UNION 


While speed is lemark at 
schools like Flagstaff, size and strength 
is Mingus Union's strong points. The 
Marauders, coached by Bill Rudolph, 
earned league co-champ honors after a 
6-4-1 campaign. It was the school's 
third league championship in five 
years, "We've made the playoffs four 
out of five years now, but we'll be 
young and inexperienced this time," 
says Rudolph. "We'll have to play out- 
standing defense while our offense 
matures." 

The nucleus of the school's strong 
line will center around senior 
Hamilton Mee (6-2, 235), a two-way 
end with size, strength and good 
quickness (4.9). He's considered one 
of the three top linemen in northern 
Arizona. Roaming all over the field, 
Mee caused three fumbles and record- 
ed 10 quarterback sacks. 

Although not as big or quick as 
Mee, senior Carlos Zuniga (5-11, 225) 
is a capable two-way tackle. With 
linebacker Joe Kleck (5-10, 190) right 
behind them, and defensive back 
Charlie Brown (5-10, 185) behind him, 
Mingus has the makings of another 
stout defensive unit. Brown, with 4.6 
speed, is the quickest Marauder on 
campus, and doubles at running back. 
Senior Jason Palosaari is another 
linebacker, although small at 5-9, 175. 


The coaching staff is counting on 
quarterback Joey Mongini, a 6-2, 170- 
pound junior, to run the offense. Only 
a lack of experience faces him, as the 
young signal caller has all the tools to 
develop into a fine field general. 

Two items in Mingus Union's favor: 
Depth and young talent. Last fall, the 
Marauders' junior varsity didn't lose a 
game. Winning becomes habit form- 
ing. Watch for Rudolph's Wing-T of- 
fense to improve from week to week.

The Bulldogs' biggest problem last 
year was the Bulldogs. During the sea- 
son, Coach Ray Smith lost 15 players 
(11 starters) through discipline action, 
resulting in a 3-7 finish. Since the 
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junior varsity went 6-2, it looks like 
help is on the way. "We'll be young, 
but very dedicated. The 'Bullogs 
should get better each week." 

Even with all the problems, oppos- 
ing coaches pick Kingman to be in the 
hunt. One reason is RB/DB Tony 
Victory (5-7, 170), who doesn't have 
the size, but has the name and all the 
spirit of an outstanding high school 
player.

1979. "But we have eight juniors back 
who lettered as sophomores. Plus, we 
play in a tough league with the 
Phoenix schools." 

Prescott's best back should be 
senior Tyler Tenney (5-7, 170), and 
their best lineman tackle Brian 
Swanson (6-2, 240), the strongest 
Badger in camp. Junior center Doug 
Crawford (6-0, 195) is no slouch, and 
Mark Hale (6-2, 190) is a sound defen- 
sive back.

SNOWFLAKE 


Coach Jim Beall's ship finally came 
in. After three frustrating years, the 
Lobos' coach finally won it all. His tal- 
ented club knocked off unbeaten 
Miami, 33-10 in the 3A finals, the 
school's eighth state crown since 1955. 

"We have another great crop of 
kids," says the Lobos! head coach, 
whose team finished 11-1-1. "If they 
keep the team attitude and work hard 
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in the summer, we'll have another 
great season. We have good speed and 
strength." 

The defending champs also have 
good linemen and great depth. Over 
20 lettermen are back and the JV 
squad went 8-1. One of the best foot- 
ball towns in northern Arizona is on a 
roll. 

Snowflake has one of the better all- 
round athletes in the league, senior 
Brett Brewer (6-2, 175), a wide receiv- 
er-defensive back-kick returner with 
4.6 speed. Brewer's best game was in 
September, a 47-34 win over defending 
state champ Blue Ridge. He scored 
three touchdowns, two on kickoff 
returns of 98 and 90 yards. Last spring, 
he landed all-state honors as an out- 
fielder on the Lobos! baseball team. 

The state champs kicking game is 
sound, with senior Blaine Crowther (6- 
1, 170) in the lineup. He's booted a 
school record 66 extra points so far, 
and is one of the best kickoff men in 
the state. Senior Murlin Larson may be 
small (5-9, 185) but he's one of the 
best linebackers around. And seniors 
Ray Turley (6-2, 190), Tom Caldwell 
(6-1, 165) and Ian Smith (5-9, 160) give 
Snowflake a good collection of two- 
way backs. Little Donny Saline (5-9, 
150) joins Brewer at the wideout. 

But the Lobos! strength is the line, 
which includes Will Whipple (5-10, 
185), Dustin Harris (6-0, 185), Josh 
Smith (6-3, 230), and Ben Ashton (6-3, 
230) from the senior class. 

According to Beall, whose father 
Charles was a former Mesa High and 
Arizona State star, the 3A-East is in for 
a fight, again.

"We still had a great season, averag- 
ing over 400 yards per game," says 
Moro, one of the state's most success- 
ful young coaches. "We return a lot of 
junior starters. Physically, we'll have 
our strongest team ever." 

That's bad news for everybody. In 
Jim Sprotte (6-3, 220), Moro might 
have one of the strongest linebackers 
in the nation. Last spring, the ‘Jackets! 
all-stater ran 40 yards in 4.7 seconds, 
benched 350 pounds, squatted 575 and 
cleaned 350. He's a terror from his full- 
back position and should be one of 
the state's top recruited players. 

Senior Trent Penrod (5-10, 185) will 
be the best center in all of 3A. On 
defense he's a tackle. Senior Chris 
Shutte (6-1, 175) is a good thrower and 
the school's best running QB ever. He 
started in both the state semis and 
finals in 1990. Two-way tackle Walker 
Jordan (6-1, 200) has started for three 
years. Johnny Mirromon (5-10, 185) is 
an outstanding defensive end. 

Other Yellowjackets with all-league 
potential include WR/DB Mike 
Boucher, OT/DT Jared Carlson, TE/DE 
Jason Fish, TE/LB Roy Paquette and 
RB/LB Ian Hathcock, to list a few. 
Guard Jess Iannoli, running back 
Rolland Webb and kicker Mike Spear 
are excellent players. 

One young player to watch is 
sophomore Scooter Sprotte (5-10, 180), 
another promising linebacker - just like 
his brother, As a freshman, Scooter 
benched 305 pounds, squatted 400, 
cleaned 225 and ran a 4.8 forty. Also, 
Russ Jones (6-3, 175) is just a sopho- 
more, but he will give Chris Schutte 
competition for the starting job at 
quarterback. 


SHOW LOW 


Another big, physical team in the 
north is Show Low, 7-2-1 last fall 
under Gary Mauldin. In fact, the 
Cougars managed to beat state champ 
Snowflake, 27-21, in overtime. 

Over 20 lettermen return, including 
signal caller Jimmy Merrill (5-10, 170), 
running back Brett Noble (6-1, 195) 
and tackle Robert Quackenbush (6-2, 
250), three of the better players in all 
of northern Arizona. Two transfers, QB 
Bill Robertson and end Marty Williams, 
should boost both the offense and 
defense. Williams high jumped 6-8 last 


spring and should help the receiving 
corps. 

Brandon Clark (6-1, 225) is another 
two-way performer with all-league 
potential. On defense he plays one 
end position, and little (5-7, 160) Brian 
Brown plays the other. Guards Aaron 
O'Dell (6-0, 190) and Orrin Halter (6-0, 
195), along with center David Cooper 
(5-11, 185) make up that offensive line 
Show Low fans are expecting big 
things from this fall. 


ROUND VALLEY 


For the first time in 20 years, Tot 
Workman had a losing season. The 
Elks went 4-5 last year, but that won't 
last. Especially since they open the 
season indoors. In the ensphere. Yes, 
folks in town are hoping the players 
are as pumped as the fans. 

Workman, one of three active 
Arizona coaches with 200-plus wins - 
217 to be exact - might have a sleeper 
at quarterback. If Gather Martin (6-3, 
190) comes through, the Elks will be 
in good shape. He is quick (4.7) and 
throws the ball well. Senior Kenny 
Carlson (6-1, 170) is his ace receiver. 

Coming out of the backfield, run- 
ning or catching the ball, will be 
seniors Jeremy Walker (5-10, 175) and 
Tom Finch (6-0, 175). On defense, 
Walker is a linebacker, Finch a deep 
back. 

The rest of Round Valley's top play- 
ers are linemen Jeff Soderquist (6-0, 
190), Brent Wiltbank (6-3, 210), Jarrod 
Brown (6-1, 215) and Danny 
Mullenaux (6-2, 190), who also plays 
linebacker. These four and their team- 
mates get an early season test when 
they host rival St. Johns in the second 
game of the season. 


PAYSON 


The Longhorns won their non- 
league games, including a 26-7 win 
over 4A Flagstaff Sinagua, but finished 
4-4-1 overall. "It's a tough conference," 
explains Max Foster. "We lost a lot of 
experience, but our good JV team and 
some talented sophomores should 
help." 

Three seniors stand tree-tall above 
the rest: RB Max Ryden (5-8, 160), WR 
Jeff Buerger (5-9, 165) and tackle 
Justin White (6-5, 235). 
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"Our greatest aquisition this year is 
former Mesa Community college head 
coach Dan Dunn," says Foster. "He will 
really help our staff. He's a great coach 
and a great person." 

The 'Horns were competitive in 
almost every game, falling to such 
schools as Snowflake, 9-6 in a tough, 
hard fought game. Linebacker Josh 
Koon (5-8, 155), QB Jimmy Oestman 
(5-10, 160), WR Clifford Pirch (5-7, 
145) and OG Jason Anderson (5-11, 
170) are four juniors who could make 
a big impact. 


HOLBROOK 


A youth movement looks underway 
in Holbrook, where Coach Brian 
Miller's young, inexperienced club 
hopes to get better with age ... or as 
the season progresses. "We had a pret- 
ty good team, even though we fin- 
ished 3-5," says Miller, whose squad 
beat St. Johns 21-19. "We just play in a 
real tough league." 

Tackle Clint Haddox, a 6-0, 270- 
pound senior, appears to be the top 
vet in camp. The rest of the lineup 
includes underclassmen like junior QB 
Matt Kiepke(5-10, 160), and sopho- 
mores Chris White (6-0, 200), Joe 
Godinez (5-8, 150) and Matt 
Baldanado (5-10, 155). The latter two 
are receivers who double in the sec- 
ondary. White is a tight end-lineback- 
er. 


WINSLOW 


Winslow, once a powerhouse in 
football, has come across hard times. 
Coach Rich Hoyt's Bulldogs finished 2- 
7. "We were decent," says Hoyt. "We 
play in a tough league. We played well 
at the end and won our first league 
game in three seasons." 

However, only 11 lettermen return. 
The 'Dogs had a poor junior varsity (1- 
7) along with no frosh team. They 
could be better, but a lack of linemen 
could spell gloom and doom. 

The key figure might be senior sig- 
nal caller Chris Smith (6-1, 185), along 
with junior back Adrian Smith (5-9, 
160) and linemen John Sundwall (6-5, 
220) and Nelson Lewis (5-10, 190). 

Smith (the running back) and junior 
teammate Delhi Hayes (5-7, 145) are 
the fastest 'Dogs in camp - with 4.6 


speed. Little Chris Gonzales (5-7, 190) 
is a quick, tough guard. 


3A WEST REGION 


BRADSHAW MT. 


From a once small school in the 
Prescott Valley, to a fast growing, high 
profile program - with the region's 
high profile player - Bradshaw 
Mountain is in the spotlight. 

Last fall, the Bears advanced all the 
way to the 3A semifinals, where 
unbeaten Miami ended their season at 
8-4, One week earlier, Steve Moran's 
gutty bunch upset defending state 
champ Blue Ridge, 18-6 in a snow- 
storm in Lakeside, That was probably 
the biggest win in the school's history. 

"The kids did a great job consider- 
ing our lack of experience," says 
Moran, son of former Wickenburg 
coaching legend Ralph Moran. "We 
only had four seniors on the team and 
not much size." 

Talent-wise, the biggest Bear in 
camp is QB/DB James Richardson (6- 
3, 185), one of the state's top three col- 
lege prospects ... if not the top. Last 
year's Northern Arizona Player of the 
Year (co-sponsored annually by the 
Fiesta Bowl and Flagstaff Football 
magazine) has completed 127 of 238 
passes for 2,055 yards and 23 TDs to 
date. 

Add to that 110 carries for 983 yards 
and 11 scores, 13 punt returns for 187 
yards and two TDs, seven pass inter- 
ceptions for 130 yards and another 
score, and you have a player who can 
score from any place on the field - at 
any time. 

But this fall, for the Bears to 
advance farther into the playoffs, they 
need to find receivers who can catch 
the ball. Help might come in the form 
of Tom Leigh (6-3, 170), a rangy end 
who was injured last season, or new- 
comer Brian Kendyer (6-2, 170). 
Running back Chris Dermer (6-0, 185) 
will lead a swift flock of receivers 
coming out of the backfield. Les 
Edwards and Terry Eckerman will back 
up Dermer. Edwards ran 100 meters in 
11.1 seconds and "could be a solid 
player," according to his coach. 

The Bears' line is strong in certain 
areas. Tackle Jason Shaver (6-2, 205), 
and mini-linemen Matt Borowski (5-8, 
175), the center, and Paul Budd (5-8, 


160), a guard, all started. Guard- 
linebacker Carson Yandell (5-10, 177) 
is also back, but is trying to recover 
from a basketball injury. 

"We do have some depth, but no 
size," adds Moran. "But we never have 
size. We have to rely on quickness and 
aggressiveness. 

"Defensively, we will fill in the gaps 
with inexperienced players, who are 
good athletes. Richardson, Shaver, 
Provence, Dermer, Forte, Hart, Budd 
and Branch are returning. We have 
some good, inexperienced kids to 
work with." 

One scary thought if you coach in 
the 3A West: If Bradshaw Mountain's 
receivers develop "board hands" in the 
off season - and can't catch anything - 
watch for Moran and his staff to switch 
Richardson to a wideout and throw the 
ball to him.

The Mustangs, in three short years, 
have became a contender, to say the 
least. Coach Rocky Nelson has 18
